To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Newbiggin-by-the-Sea. 


Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1946  concerning  the  health  ancf 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  vital  statistics  are,  on  the  whole,  fairly  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  shows^ 
an  increase  from  17.10  to  21.17,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  declined  from  46.0  per  1,000 
live  births  in  1945  to  35.53  in  1946. 

f  he  death  rate,  however,  has  increased  from  10.13  to  12.14  per  1 ,000  of  the 

population,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  was  6  in  1946  as  compared  with  1  in  1945. 

On  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  water  supply  has  been  dealt 

with  in  some  detail. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  against  Diptheria  has  been  more  than 
maintained  and  the  estimated  figure  for  all  children  under  15  years  at  the  end  of  1946  was  80.75%. 

I  must,  once  more,  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  the  consideration  which 

they  have  extended  to  me  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  support  1  have  received 
from  the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  departments  of  the  Council.

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  actually  occurred  in  the  district,  but  was  not  notified  here,  as  the 
nature  of  the  illness  was  discovered  after  the  patient  had  been  removed  to  hospital  in  another  area. 
Investigation  proved  that  the  patient's  husband  was  a  carrier  of  the  baccillus  of  Typhoid  Fever.  This 
man  had  recently  been  demobilised  after  serving  overseas  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  and  it  is  therefore 
assumed  that  he  acquired  his  carrier  state  when  abroad  and  that  this  was  the  source  of  his  wife’s  infection. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  disease  showed  a  welcome  decrease  and  only  12  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  27  in  1944  and  1945.  Five  of  the  cases  were  known  to  have  been  immunised  and  8  patients  w^ere 
removed  to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Visits  were  paid  to  all  schools  in  the  district,  and  during  the  year  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation  was  given  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  at  the  schools  or  by  private  doctors  to  150 
pre-school  children  and  100  school  children.  In  addition,  158  children  received  reinforcing  injections.

MEASLES. 

After  the  epidemic  in  1945,  this  disease  showed  its  expected  decline  in  1946  and  only  5  cases 
were  notihed.  There  were  no  deaths. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

I  here  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease,  although  it  did  not  become  epidemic. 
Fourty-four  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  once  more  declined  and  only  9  cases  were  notified.  Two  patients  were  removed  to 
hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


PNEUMONIA. 


The  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia,  which  appears  always  to  be  prevalent  in  the  district,  rose  to 

XT  I  here  were  8  deaths,  of  which  3  occurred  in  children  under  1  year  and  5  in  persons  over  65 
years  of  age. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  disease  showed  a  marked  increase  during  the  year  both  in  notifications 

deaths.

I  he  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  rose  from  12  in  1945  to  18  in  1946  and 

the  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  from  4  to  6.  There  were  six  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  compared 
with  only  one  death  in  I94h.

Scabies  and  other  verminous  conditions  showed  a  decrease  in  incidence  during  1946,  only  19  cases 
of  scabies  and  scabies  and  lice’  being  treated  at  the  cleansing  station,  as  compared  with  24  in  1945. 

The  cleansing  station  at  Ashington  continued  to  function  during  the  year  and  clinics,  at  which 
your  Medical  Officer  attended,  were  held  twice  weekly.
